The little herbaceous plant 


known as St. John’s-wort is said | j 


to honor the memory of St. John 
the Baptist on August 29th. Only 
on that day, we read, it is covered 
with red spots, its way of remind- 
ing the world of the martyrdom 


of St. John, which occurred on/§ 


this date. 


This is just one of the many in-| | 


teresting legends and superstitions 
that surround the common, yellow 
herb-of-St. John, or St. John’s 
wort, Hypericum perforatum. 


Speckled John, as it is some- 
times called, is a slender, upright, 
much branched and rather stiff 
perennial growing from one to 
two feet tall. Its showy five-pet- 
aled flowers have black dotted 
margins and a great tuft of black 
dotted stamens. The blossoms 
have no nectar, but an abundance 
of pollen, which appeals to the 
“gold dust” gatherers of the in- 
sect world. 

Although a native of Asia, St. 
John's-wort is a world traveler. It 
grows most everywhere. From 
June to September, fields, road- 
sides and wastelands are bright 
with its bloom. 

I can see some of these lovely, 
golden yellow flowers, in leafy 
clusters, from the kitchen window. 
It is hard to realize that this plant, 
blooming so gaily near the fence- 
line, has been called “a pernicious 


weed difficult to extirpate.” When 


young, its juices are acrid, and 


—-- 


grazing livestock tend to avoid it. 
Under certain conditions it proves 
poisonous to them, In hay, stock 


reject it because of its woody 


toughness. 

This little cluster of St. John’s- 
wort, growing in the company of 
Queen Anne's lace and daisy flea- 
bane, makes its own spot of sun- 
shine against the many shades of 
green that grow around it. Its 
light green, elliptical leaves prove 
most interesting, for on close in- 
spection they show numérous 
translucent dots which are plainly 
seen when held to the light. In 
botanical parlance, these dots are 
pellucid, meaning clear or semi- 
transparent. 

Crusaders found that peasants 
in the east hung bunches of this 
plant over doors ahd windows to 
frighten away demons. Devil’s- 
flight it was called: Brought back 
to Europe, the plant flourished

THOSE PESTS 
ARE JUST CAT 
OR DOG FLEAS 


“I have recently been receiving 
many reports of serious flea in- 
festations all across the Common- 
wealth and most of the reports 
claim that the infestations are 
caused by ‘sand’ fleas. However, 
there is no such insect as a sand 
flea,’”” says Ellsworth H. Wheeler, 
Extension entomologist at the 
University of Massachusetts. 

“The insects causing great dis- 
comfort to residents of the state 
are the common cat-flea and dog- 
flea,” Wheeler continues. 

Althouugh . these twa fleas are 
distinct, they both feed on either 
anima] and when no animal is 
available to them, they will attack 
man. Some people are more sus- 
ceptible to them, just as some 
dogs and cats are affected more 
than others. 

Every year at this time fleas 
become numerous — not only in 
houses but in yards. Adult fleas 
are parasitic, that is, they must 
have a blood meal before they can 
reproduce, explains Wheeler. How- 
ever, fleas can live several weeks 
without food while growing into 
adulthood. This fact explains why 
people who own dogs or cats some- 
times find their homes overrun 
with fleas when they return from 
a vacation, even though no adult 
fleas were there when they left. 

For adequaté protection against 
these pests Wheeler suggests ap- 
plying a 1% lindane powder, a 
5% chlordane powder, or a 10% 
methoxychlor powder. DDT may 
also be applied as 5 or 10% powd- 
er. Oil solutions of DDT, chlor- 
dane, lindane, and methoxychlor 
are readily available and may be 
used aS sprays where powder 
would be objectionable. 

Suggested as insect hideouts 
are> ‘rugs, ‘carpeting; baseboards 
and the floor in general. Outside 
of the house Wheeler suggests 
spraying or powdering sections 
near bushes or under the house 
where the dog or cat spends most 
of its time. Commercial powders 
oontaining rotenone or pyrethrum

Hubert Eastman told interesting 


‘facts about both Bernardston and 


Warwick. Bernardston was settled 
in 1734 and incorporated in 1762 
by fighters from Deerfield. It was 
called Falls Fight, later Fall Town 
and in 1762, Bernardston. Names 
of early prominent men are still 
well known there today. “Powers” 
Institute, “Cushman” Mall and the 
“Goodale” Memorial Church.. 


Warwick was first settled. in 


1735, named from either Warwick 


in England or for the Earl of War- 
wick. Warwick contains 13 large 
ponds in addition to beautiful Mt. 
Grace. Most of the men from that 
town fought at the battle of Con- 


cord and Lexington. 


Miss Scott gave the information 
that the lands of Bernardston and 
Warwick were grants to the de- 
scendants of soldiers from all over

the area who fought jn the Indian 
Wars, although much of it was 
sold to the settlers who came here 
to live. 


All through the’ histories of 
these three towns are the stories 
of their churches and this was the 
center of a controversy between 
the orthodox and the liberals, all 
three having early Unitarian 
Churches. An interesting item con- 
cerning Bernardston was the _be- 
quest of Joe Goodell who in 1833 
left $200 to the town of Bernard- 
ston with the stipulation that in- 
terest should accumulate until the 
total of $20,000 was reached. On 
July 1, 1927, 91% years later, the 
sum of $20,304.29 had accumulated 
in the Franklin County Savings 
bank and according to the bequest 
the income is being used for the 


public schools, library and the poor’

The Army missiles — Hawk and 
the Nike Ajax — will be set up in 
animated models showing the 
launching pad for both these sur- 
face-to-air missiles. Intended for 
future use by the Army is the 
Nike Hercules which will actually 
be on exhibit. 

Both the Nike Ajax and the 
Hawk are used for knocking out 
approaching enemy aircraft of the 
present type in use. The Nike 
Ajax is used for high altitude 
bombers and, in addition, cruise- 
type missiles, 

The Hawk is made to destroy 
similar craft at low altitudes. It 
is the Army's newest air defense 
weapon with a unique radar in its 
nose to detect and destroy low 
flying aircraft in the blind zone 
of conventional radars. This wea- 
pon which completes the NIKE 
family is capable of operation at 
fixed installation or with fast- 
moving Army forces in the field. 

The Nike-Hercules, successor to 
the’ Ajax, is part of a system 
which finds its own target. Addi- 
tion of an atomic warhead gives it 
the ability to kill any known 
manned aircraft flying today and 
in the near future. It is 27 feet 
long and propelled by a solid pro- 
pellant sustainer motor.
